They drive too fast on 
an unknown road in an unsult- 
able car; more than 3,000 le 
were killed on the roads last 
year. They swim when the 
warning flag is up and delight 
in golng cyond the barricrs, 
more than 1,000 people were 
drowned last year. They 
attempt to climb mountains 
equipped with a 
chocolate and an orange. 
sali iiny craft they cannot 
manage in Impossible weather. 
Thig is folly, not sport. 


Disturbing 


The attitude of spectators ta 
dangerous sport {s sometimes 
disturbing, Do spectators watch 
motor-racing more to- admire 
the skill of the driving or 
because of morbid anticipation 
of disaster?: ‘There is something 
disproportionate about the 
furore over the dog in Sputink 
when a preventable death in 
sport is often ignored. Even 
in athletics, in which there Js 
relatively slight risk, some 
spectators still look for disastrr. 
A small boy once expressed 1.5 
profound disappolntment after 
the finish of one of my races. 
"Cor, he *‘aln’t oven fainted.” 
Was it morbid interest or 
merely ignorance that Iced a 
woman spectator at “Melbourne 
to exclaim. on sccing the 
Olympic Marathon = runners 
stagger ‘home: “Gee, the final of 
this race ought to be worth 
avatching.” 


The mob daring of hooligan 
terry boys or gangs ‘at war could 
more properly be channelled 
into Individual sports, even 
dangerous ones, 


What curbs are possible? For 
a etart, I suggest that all cor 
racing on ordinary roads should 
be banned. Attempted sulclde 
and dangerous driving are 
already criminal offences, A 
swimmer in forbidden water 
risks his own llfe and those of 
others. Should he receive ony 
lesser penalty? Might 
pulsory insuranca = for 
climbers do something to dis- 
tourage the incompetent? Last 
week age Hmils were suggested 
for drivers of motor-cycles of 
different power.
